T h e sharp hiss of the Mauser bullet 
Is already familiar to the troops which 
hav e fought about Santiago, and soon 
the Spanish will hav e a chance to hear 
the same sound.

Americans, who ev en now ex cel in 
markmanship, though armed with an­ 
cient Springlields, the small but fierce

pal adv antage, say these critics, is the 


rapidity of lire. 
The bullet fired by the 
Spanish 
Mauser is of Maille shot, a composition 
of copper, nickel, and zinc, the ligh t­ 
est of all modern military bullets. The 
Krag-J orgen-on projectile is of copper, 


nickel, and steel. 
T he effect of the Mauser 
bullet 
v aried. 
W hen they enter point blank 
the wound is described as clean cut, as 
if bored with 
an 
auger. 
Sometimes 
men hav e had holes like this put right 
through bones and hav e s-at down and 
ex amined the wound with as little dif­ 
ficulty as if it were a pin prick. 
A 
leaden bullet would flatten 
and tear 
flesh and bone. 
For all that, brav e men who 
a re hit 
by these bullets, 
hav ing holes put in 
them no larger thau 
a pea, hav e been 
foiled to the ground as if with a club. 
No pain la felt, but the wounded man 
drops as if crushed. 
One cast is reported of an Insurgent 
in Cuba who was shot through the 
ncad and liv ed 
Another man liv ed 
tnree hours after being shot through 
the middle of the forehead. 
W ith a 
Springfield, instant death v 
resulted. 
An 
American eoldier 
was 
shot 
through the thigh. 
A leaden bullutt 
would hav e to -haltered and lacerated 
the member that amputation would 
hav e been necessary . 
This man wait­ 
ed for his wound to be dressed and 
within 10 minutes was back on his 
horse. 
But if the Mauser bullet gets to 
whirling at an angle to its line of 
flight, or strikes so that it glances, the 
effect is described as fearful. 
The 
point of entrance is no bigger than a 
lead pencil, but the bone is shattered, 
the tissue is torn, and a large hole is 
made at the point of ex it a- if the ball 
had actually ex ploded. 
Some bullets are said to be made o‘ 
soft metal, with a thin coating of brass 
so t h a t they practically ex plode on en­ 
trance into the body . T h e brass causes 
blood poisoning, unless prompt atten­ 
tion is giv en to the wound. 
In fact, 
blood poisoning is one of the greatest 
dangers from the composition bullet. 
For all these facts the Mausers are 
not so terrify ing to the American sold­ 
iers when it is remembered that they 
are in the hands of Spaniards.

Under these circumstances any 
attem pt to fo rget the superio rity o f his 
rank by means o f a co mmo n cabin o r 
messro o ra fo r him and his subo rdinates

, wo uld o nly result in embarrassment o il 
bummers, bo th sides. 
This do es no t mean that he may no t 
be so ciable, fo r much depends upo n the 
man. But it is safe to say that any sho w 
o f effusiveness amo ng tho se who live 
abaft the mast must co me fro m his side, 
it he wishes it to be general. The situa­ 
tio n is a delicate o ne. 
In the freer air o f the wardro o m we 
find fro m 10 to 20 o fficers living to geth­ 
er, the number varying w ith the size o f 
tho ship. Their ages may range fro m 25 
to i)0, and they are o f all ranks abo ve 
that o l naval cadet, and o f all co rps. 
Engineer o fficers, line o fficers, medical 
o fficers, marine o fficers, o ne pay o fficer 
and o ne chaplain, may all be included 
in the wprdrco m o f a large ship. These 
men live in statero o ms arranged abo ut a 
co mmo n space, which is kno wn as the 
wardro o m co untry. ” This assumptio n 
o f a space o f prairielike dimensio ns is 
co mparatively truth ful in th.* cramped 
quarters o f a ship. 
In this “ co untry” 
exists the so cial life o f the wardro o m. 
Here these men o f varied callings, yet 
all o f the sea’s fo llo wing, live, mo ve 
and have their so cial being. 
A day spent in a wardro o m by a land­ 
lubber wo uld reveal many interesting 
differences between naval o fficers and 
their brethren o n sho re. To begin with, 
they are mo re co smo po litan in their 
speech. The men in o ur wardro o ms are 
gathered to gether fro m all parts o f the 
1 nio n. 
Lo cal discussio ns find but an 
uninterested audience, o r even a derisive 
o ne, so that a naval o fficer gets accus­ 
to med to speak and think o f all the 45 
states as belo nging equally to him. Out­ 
side o f his o wn co untry he is so great a 
traveler that very few civilians can keep 
up with the way he skips in co nversa­ 
tio n fro m China to Peru o r to Tasma­ 
nia. 
Other characteristics that are 
quickly no ticeable are his simplicity, 
his cheerfulness and his heartiness. The 
wardro o m is co nstantly reso unding w ith 
laughter. 
The men in it are healthier 
than men who live in ho uses. They get 
up earlier in the mo rning and go to bed 
earlier at night. Mo st o f o ur wardro o ms 
ar.* bustling w ith o fficers at 7 o ’clo ck in 
the mo rning. 
A glance at the breakfast table sho ws 
the senio r lino o fficer presiding, and the 
o ther o fficers placed near him acco rding 
to rank. 
At the o ther end o f the table 
is the man who has been elected by his 
messmates to direct the catering o f the 
mess. 
Between this early meal and tho 
breakfast pro per, which co mes at half 
past 11 o r 12 o ’clo ck, there is no t much 
life in the wardro o m, fo r the dailv m il­ 
itary ro utine is full o f drills and exer­ 
cises which keep mo st o f the o fficers o n 
deck. 
There are drills w ith great guns 
and w ith small arms, drills in clearing 
ship fo r actio n, drills in handling am ­ 
munitio n and many o thers—ail o f them 
ro o ted in the o ne idea that yo u must 
preserve yo ur o wn life by destro ying 
that o f yo ur enemy. 
As so o n as an o fficer returns to the 
wardro o m fro m o ne drill and begins a 
co nversatio n o r perhaps hums a so ng he 
is interrupted by the bugles o n deck and 
must buckle o n ins swo rd and return to 
ano ther drill. 
At every call to quarters all o fficers 
must repo rt themselves ready fo r duty. 
The chaplain and paymaster, having 
much less to do w ith drills than the 
o ther o fficers, are usually the first to be 
t,a<'k.UU I he wardro o m, where—there-¿s. 
o ther wo rk fo r them. The medical o ffi­ 
cer has go ne fo rward to the sick bay to 
lo o k after his patients. 
When the midday breakfast co mes, ; 
there is the first breathing space fo r a 
little leisure and relaxatio n. 
But the j 
drills fo r the day are no t yet o ver, and 
at 
1 o ’clo ck the bustle is resumed 
thro ugho ut the ship. A sudden call may 
co me fo r co llisio n drill, o r fire drill, o r
